The fiercely-contested, dramatic trial of 


Edward B. Boyer and Charles B. Meyers will go 


to the jury early this afternoon. 


Rival attorneys summed up their cases in 


impassioned speeches this morning. President 


Judge Edward G. Biester charged the jury at 


1:30 p.m., after a luncheon recess. 


District Attorney Paul R. Beckert, Hie last of the 
three attorneys, iii an Itour-long talk, asked the jury' 
to convict Boyer, who is chairman of the Bucks County 
Commissioners, and Meyers, a suspended I . S. deputy 
marshal. 


Boyer is charged with bribery, extortion and con­ 
spiracy. Meyers is charged with conspiracy alone. 
The two are accused of accepting $450 weekly for 
19 weeks from three Lower Bucks discount houses in re­ 
turn for allowing them to rem ain open on Sundays, 
despite Stele Blue Laws to the contrary. 
Boyer and Meyers have claimed 
that the money they admittedly 
received from the three markets 
represented political contributions 
instead and had nothing to do with 
the Blue Laws. 
J. Leslie Kiieoyne, attorney for 
Boyer, and Stanley M. Greenberg, 
representing Meyers, attacked the 
credibility of the state’s star wit­ 
ness, Elmer ‘ Butch" Bauso, part 
owner of one of the markets, and 
claimed that their clients were 
innocent.
